Starting at St. Louis in May 1804, Lewis and Clark started up the Missouri in 


flatboats. Their budget for this history-making event was $2,500. 


The courageous party of the two leaders, 26 soldiers. 2 interpreters and a negro 


servant journeyed through'the vast wilderness until they reached thV Pacific'-TDcean 


18 months later. 


The Lewis and Clark Expedition encountered every hardship known . . . and as 


one account says that the travelers lacked "every necessity but that gallant spirit with 
which each member of the party was so well endowed." 


Arriving in St. Louis in September 1806, the Expedition had

league baseball players were 
set to begin an unprecedented 
strike today over a pension dis- 
pute while representatives of 
both sides were to get together 
to discuss the situation. 


Officially, the strike began at 


12:01 a.m. but the first results 
would not be felt until the play- 
ers failed to show up for the 12 
exhibition games on today's 
schedule. 


Many players and owners 


alike seemed stunned when the 
24 player representatives and 
their alternates voted 47-0 with 
one abstention—later identified 
as Wes Parker of the I>os Ange- 
les Dodgers-at a meeting In 
Dallas.Friday to call a walkout. 


Marvin Miller, executive di- 


rector of the Major 
League 


Baseball Players Association, 
said the strike would be termi- 
nated only "in either of the fol- 
lowing circumstances: 


"1. If an appropriate settle- 


ment is reached with the own- 
ers or, 


"2. If the owners agree to 


submit the dispute to binding 
arbitration by any prominent 
person not associated with ei- 
ther of the parties."

Is Athlete 
Without Country

LOS ANGELES (AP) — John 


Van Reenen was born in South 
Africa and educated in Pull- 
man, Wash. Now he wants to 
compete in the Olympic discus 
for a country he's never set 
foot in. 


Because his country's racial 


policies have led to its being 
banned 
from 
the 
Olympic 


Games, Van Reenen is an ath- 
lete without a country. He says 
he loves South Africa but is 
more dedicated to the discus. 


Ust week, the 6-foot-7, 275- 


pounder hurled the platter 209 
feet 5 inches for a South Afri- 
can record. He's using a new 
technique with which he's sure 
he'll soon be the best in the 
world. 


So to gain entrance to the 


Olympics, he's written 
the 


amateur athletic association of 
Holland. 


He said an official from Hol- 


land told him last year "there 
would be no problem gaining 
citizenship" but Van Reenen 
said he had no idea of how long 
he'd have to live there or what 
the legal problems would be. 


"The way I feel about it is, 


I'd miss not competing for 
South Africa," he said, "but 
I'm basically apolitical and this 
ban of South Africa from the 
Olympics is purely a political 
move." 


He said South Africa was pe- 


nalized because of its apartheid 
policy of separating blacks and 
whites. "But we're integrating 
all over down there," he says, 
referring to integrated athletic 
contests. 


"It's ridiculous to penalize 


one country for something like 
that and then let a country like 
Rhodesia compete. And what 
about 
countries like 
Russia 


with its persecution of the 
Jews, and what about Red 
China? The way the Inter- 
national Olympic Committee is 
running the Olympics now, it's 
all bull. They discriminate just 
as much as those they punish." 


At Washington State Univer- 


sity, Van Reenen was one of 
the leading shot put and discus 
men in collegiate competition. 
He won the NCAA discus title 
three times in a row—the only 
times 
he 
was 
eligible—and 


flipped the shot 65-0. He was an 
art major and now hopes to 
earn a living as a cartoonist for a 
national track publication. 


Four nights a week, the mas- 


sive fellow with the wide grin is 
a bouncer at Papa Joe's Rock 
Emporium and Screen Door 
Factory, 
a 
youth—oriented 


nightclub in Redondo Beach 
south of lx>s Angeles. 


He said he's considering oth- 


er countries besides Holland for 
possible citizenship. 
"I 
just 


don't want to be left out, not 
now when I'm one of the best 
in the world " 


To regain their old trade-

His 
base stealing has been attribut- 
ed as part of the reason Bench 
and Perez had such good sea- 
sons in 1970. 


Tolan didn't play in his first 


Spring 
training 
game 
Until 


March 14, but has vowed "to be 
in center field opening day."
